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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of group I, claims 1-7 file on 8/16/05 acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that the product and process patent claims should be prosecuted 
as part of the same patent application because of the close interrelationship between the product 
and the process patent claims. This is not found persuasive because these inventions are distinct 
for the reasons as previous mentioned on Election/Restriction paper dated 7/21/05 and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. Furthermore, the examiner respectfully submits 
that searching/examining the Group II method invention in addition to the elected Group I device 
invention would, in fact, be more than a slight added burden. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Specification 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: • 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kikushima et al. 
(5,798,551). 

Regarding to claims 1-3, Kikushima et al. discloses a memory cell comprising: a first 
node (connection between QP1, Qtl, Qdl) for storing a first potential; a second node (connection 
between (QP2, Qt2, Qd2) for storing a second potential; a capacitor (C) having plates coupled 
between the first node and second node, a portion of at lest one plate of the capacitor comprising 
a first interconnect wiring (LI or L2) that connects circuit component of the memory cells; a first 
inverter (QP2, Qd2) having an input coupled to the first node and an output coupled to the 
second node; a second inverter (QP1, Qtl) having input coupled to the second node and an 
output coupled to the first node; wherein the first node stores a true data value (DL) and the 
second node stores a complementary data value (/DL); a first access transistor (Qtl) having an 
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input coupled to the first node; and a second access transistor (Qt2) coupled to the second node. 
See Figs. 1-5; Cols. 9-13. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 4-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to teach the above noted memory cell, wherein the interconnect 
wiring is formed over a gate layer and includes a plurality of conductive layers, and among 
others as claimed in claim 4. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

- Hashimoto et al. (5,780,910) disclose SRAM with stacked capacitor spaced from gate 
electrodes.
